SEWER PROBLEMS 
Com plaints 
from 
m anufacturers 
and 
others 
be­ 
cause their properties are flooded every time there 
Is a heavy rainfall, finally brought a proposal from 
the city engineer for a $250,000 sewers project. 
He 
proposed to city council th a t the city's entire d rain ­ 
age system be rebuilt and enlarged. 
This was a gigantic proposal w ithout details of 
plans for council to study. 
It was to be a WPA 
project, with the city sharing a portion of the ex­ 
pense. 
Councilmen were impressed but not satisfied 
th a t so m uch should be undertaken at once nor th at 
the program had been worked out in advance. M anu­ 
facturers who sought relief were startled by such a 
big proposal and a study of conditions convinced 
them m uch of the trouble could be elim inated without 
rebuilding the whole sewer system. 
Members of the sewers committee of council have 
been investigating the possibilities of relieving the 
condition at a minimum of expense 
All who have 
surveyed the situation have discovered insufficient 
fall in creeks to permit rapid run-off from aewcrs 
emptying 
into them during heavy storms. 
Many 
believe the relief work should sta rt a t this point to 
give better drainage before larger sewers are built. 
T hat p art of the work could 
be done w ithout 
waiting for a big sewer program to be worked out, 
approved and financed 
It would offer much relief 
from Hood waters although It m ight not elim inate 
the trouble 
Much 
of 
the 
trouble in the "flats'' 
comes from the pressure of flood waters In sewers 
blowing manhole lids off. 
Providing proper fall In 
the ditches into which sewers empty surely would 
relieve th a t condition. 
In the meantime, while all these angles are being 
Investigated, nothing is being done to give relief to 
one particularly bad condition. 
T hat is the one at 
tlie Electric Furnace plant. 
It is little wonder th at 
thl» company made another dem and of council this 
week that* something be done 
Relief could be pro- i 
vided a t relatively small cost and the work would 
dovetail into any future sewers program . 
Why wait 
for another heavy storm to flood this plant?

M odem medical science has made 
us realize that pleurisy is really a 
serious and not a trivial affliction. 
In fact, m ast authorities now be- 
lieve th a t 
repeated 
attacks 
of 
pleurisy 
should 
arouse 
suspicion 
th at som ething is radically wrong 
with the lungs 
As its name indicates, pleurisy is 
an Inflam m ation of the pleura, the 
thin m em brane that lines the chest 
cavity. 
This m em brane has two 
layers, one covering the inside of 
the bony framework of the chest 
and the other covering the lungs. 
In this mem brane are found certain 
cells which secrete a thin, watery 
fluid. This acts as a lubricant, per­ 
m itting the lungs to expand and re ­ 
lax without 
any difficulty. 
The 
two layers of the pleura slide over 
each other without friction. 
Set Up Inflam m ation . 
If germs reach the pleura they 
.ret up an inflam m ation in the m em ­ 
brane. 
It becomes roughened and 
the norm al movements of the lifhgs 


are difficult.
